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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-27 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach a 

ferromagnetic structure for a magnetic resonance imaging magnet, where the frame of 
the structure defining a flux returning path between the pole pieces of the structure, is 
made of at least one structural element formed from laminated steel layers, in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

2. Claims 28-43 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach fabrication of 
a ferromagnetic structure for a magnetic resonance imaging device at a site, where the 
forming steps to form the ferromagnetic frame of the device include laminating steel 
layers at the site, and to form one or more structural elements of said frame from the 
laminated steel layers, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
